Health Officer MacGowan has issued 
his report for July, from which it ap- 
pears that there were 58 deaths from 
all causes during the month, which 
makes the death rate 8.70 per 1000 
population. 

Of the 58 deaths 13 were from 

zymotic diseases, 18 from constitu- 


tional diseases, 19 from local dise 


3 from developmental diseases and 
from accident or violence. 

Ot the 58 who passed away, 9 were 
under 1 year of age, 6 were between 1 
and 5 years of age, 5 were between 5 
and 10 years of age, 4 were between 1 
and 20, 16 were between 20 and 45, 1 
were between 45 and 65, 8 were 
over 65. 

Thirty-four were males and 24 were 
females. Fifteen were natives of Los 
Angeles, 8 of the Pacific Coast, 18 of 
the Atlantic States and 25 were foreign 
born, 56 were Caucasians, 1 African 
and 1 a Mongolian.

RAILWAY REPORTS. 


Finances of Roads in Southern Cal- 
ffornia. 

San Francisco, Aug. 1.—[By. the 
Associated I'ress.]! The California 
Southern Railroad Company, which 
consolidated with the California Cen- 
tral and Redondo Beach companies 
last November, filed with the Railroad 
Commissioners today a report of busi- 
ness transacted for the ten months 
ending October 3ist. The gross earn- 
ings of the road were %612,529, ex- 
penses $546,633. The California Cen- 
tral Railroad for the same period earned 
$846,761, and expended $713,947. 

The Southern California Railroad 
Company filed report for the two 
months prior to December 31st, as fol- 
lows: Gross earnings, $236,821; ex- 
penditures, $217,764. 

The Southern California Railroad 
Company has filed a report for the ten 
months ending December 31, 1889. 
The 2 earnings are given at 
$921,958, freight earnings $139,646, and 
the percentage of expenses 
to earnings at 91. r cent., with 
1046 men wet ge by the company. 

The annual report of the California 
Central Railway Company for the ten 
months ending on October 31, 1889, has 
been filed with the Railroad Commis- 
sioners, and shows: Passenger earn- 
ings, $427,101.86; freight earnings, 
$400,623.90; gross earnings from opera- 
tion, $846,761.28.

The Chinese Murder Trial Still on 
Before Judge McKiniey—Pearl 
Hinton’s Case — New 
Cases—Notes. 


In the midst of the Lockwood trial 
yesterday morning Attorney Gage 
caine into Justice Savage’s court, ac- 
companied by Miss Dr. Leila Latta, 
the woman who is charged with caus- 
ing the death of Mrs. E. E. Swanton 
through an abortion.

The Needie-and-Thread Tree. 
1St. Louis Repubtic.] 
Imagine the luxuryof such a tree 
and the delight of going out to 
needie-and-thread orchard and pick a 
needle threaded and ready for busi- 
ness. Odd as it may seem tous, on 
the Mexican plains. is just such a forest 
growth. The tree partakes of the 
nature ofa gigantic asparagus, and 
has large, thick, fleshy leaves, remind- 
ing one of the cactus, the one 
popularly known as the “prickly 
pear.”’ e needles“ of this needle- 
and-thread tree are set along the edges 
of their thick leaves. In order to get 
one equipped for sewing, it is only nec- 
essary to push the thorn or needle 
gently backward into its fleshy sheath; 
this to loosen it from the toug outside 
covering of the leaf, and then pull 
it down from the socket. A 
hundred fine fibers adhere to the 
thorn-like spider webs. By twist- 
ing the needle during the drawing 
operation this fiber can be drawn out 
to almost indefinite length. The ac-
